No. 24|93-94,—M|s, Bakul Aromatics Ltd., 2. M|s. 
Korcs (I) Ltd. and 3. M]s. Suvcn Pharmaceuticals 
Ltd. have filed a petition, on behalf of Theophylline 
and Caffeine industry in India, before me for initiation 
of anti-dumping investigation concerning import of 
Theophylline and Saffeine from the Peoples Republic 
of China in accordance with Rule 7(1) of the Customs 
tariff identification, Assessment and Collection of 
duty or Additional Duty on Dumped Articles and for 
Determination of Injury) Rules, 1985, 

2. Domestic Industry.—The petition has been filed 
by 1. MJs. Bakul Aromatics Ltd., Sterling Centre, 4th 
floor 16J2, Dr. Annie Besant Road. Worli 
Bombay-400018. 2. Mjs. Lores (I) Ltd,, Lores House, 
Plot No. 10, Dr. L Moses Road, Worli 
Bombay-400018, and 3. M[s, Suven Pharmaceuticals 
Ltd., Natco House, H. No. 8-2-120[ 112^34, Road 
No. 2, Banjara Hills, Hydrabad-500034. The petitioner 
has stated that they contribute 77 per cent of the 
production in case of Theophylline and 92 per cent 
of the production in. case of Caffeine during 1993-94 
in Tndia and therefore, they have a standing to file 
a written request on behalf of the affected domestic 
industry. 

3. Products Involved.^—-The products involved arc 
Theophylline and Caffeine with specifications and 
standards as per BP]USP|IP. Theophylline and Caffeine 
arc used for Phamaceutical formulations. Caffeine is 
used in beverage also. Theophylline is classifiable under 
Heading 2939—-50 of schedule I of Indian Customs 
Tariff Act 1975 and Caffeine udner Heading 2939.30. 

4. Dumping.—The petition alleges that import of 
Theophylline originating front the People's Republic 
of China inareased from 2 MT in 1992-93 to 32 MT 
during April—September 1993 and further increased 
to 47 MT during October 1993—March 1994. The 
import of Caffeine which was 0.9 MT in 1992 increas¬ 
ed to 19 MT during 1993-94. The per kg. average cif 
price of Theophylline declined by 36 per cent in 
1993-94 in comparison with 1992-93. The average cif 
prices per kg. of Caffeine have also declined m 1993-94 
to one-third of the average prioes in 1992-93. 

5. Injury.-—The Domestic industry has been unable 
to compete on the price front. There has been a dec¬ 
line in the sales, production and average selling price 
realised. The decline in production and selling prices 
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of the domestic industry has resulted in loss to the 
companies in the Republic of India manufacturing the 
products, during the year 1993-94. 

6. There is a prima-facie evidence that imports of 
Theophylline and Saffeinc originating from the People's 
Republic of China are Causing material injury or 
threatening material injury to a Republic of India 
industry. 

7. Initiation of Anti Dumping Investigation.—1 am 
therefore initiating anti-dumping investigation as to 
the existence, degree and effect of alleged dumping of 
Theophylline and Caffeine. The period of investigation 
will be January—July 1994. 

8. Time Limit and Address for Making Sub¬ 
missions.—The exporters in the People’s Republic of 
China and importers known to be concerned are being 
addressed separately to make their views known in 


the form and manner prescribed so as to reach me 
by 30th September, 1994 at the following address :
